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REMARKS 

Support for the amendments to claims 17 and 18 is found at page 26, lines 29 to 33 of 
the specification. Support for the amendment to claim 19 is found at page 26, lines 29 to 33 
and page 27, lines 9 to 10 of the specification. 

IDS 

An IDS was filed on February 1, 2005 disclosing two references that were cited on 
January 13, 2005 in a counterpart foreign application. Private PAIR indicates that this IDS 
and its related references are part of the electronic file wrapper of the present application. 
The Examiner is respectfully requested to return an initialed copy of the related SB-08 with 
the next communication. 

Rejections Under 35 USC §112- Indefiniteness 

Claims 17-19 have been amended to overcome the outstanding rejections for 
indefiniteness. Claim 19 is amended as a dependent claim of claim 14 and claim 18 is 
amended to independent form. Claim 18 relates to a transformant into which one plasmid is 
introduced. Claim 14 relates to a transformant into which two plasmids are introduced. 

Rejections Under 35 USC § 1 12 - Enablement 

Under the provisions of MPEP §§ 241 1.02 and 241 1.03 applicants assure the PTO in 
writing that an acceptable deposit will be made on or before the date of payment of the issue 
fee. In accordance MPEP § 241 1 .03, applicants request to be notified and given a period of 
time within which the deposit must be made. 

Rejoinder 

In the Office Action dated August 26, 2004, the Examiner stated that if claim 13 is 
found directed to an allowable product, then claims 20-21, which are directed to the process 
of making or using the patentable product, respectively, would now be rejoined. Considering 
that claim 1 3 is now indicated as being allowable, applicants respectfully request that claims 
20 and 21 be rejoined and allowed.
